A valued contributor to the litera- 


•lire of agriculture writes 09 follows: 


"While the best ground for corn ia 


jod ground, such la the rotation, and 
too often lack of rotation, of crops 
practired in the corn-producing sec- 
tions that sod for corn is not the gen- 
eral rule. Often com is planted upon 
corn-stalk ground. 
Henco how to get 


rid of the stalks is a question which 
confronts the farmer each spring. 


"To draw the stalks down with a 


hanow and attempt to turn them under 
with a plow so that they will be out of 
reach of tho planter and cultivator is 
idle, though often attempted; and to dis- 
pose of stalks in this way is extravagant, 
saving labor at tho spigot and losing it 
at the Ijungholo, for while a little labor 
in disposing of tho stocks maybe saved 
mote 1 ibor in cultivating the corn will 
bo inclined. When stalks nre diagged 
down with tho harrow they hinder 
greatly HI the eullivation of the. corn 
till it is eighteen inehes high. 'Jho 
\s iso tanner will adopt some plan which 
w i l l dispose of the stalks mote cQ'eelu- 
ulH than this

'J'ho stalks can thin be 
laked into windrows with a sulky h iy- 
rake or with a home-made i ike not m- 
tipqueutU used, and wlndi is made in 
this manner: The head of the r.ike is 
a pici p ot tough limber (while oak is 
best) tour In four inches and t«ulvo

livery twelve inches along 


this ate bored auger holes to receive 
the teeth, v Inch aie htout sticks eight- 
een itu lies long 
On one of the sides 


ot the head adjoining the teeth aie 
boted t « o holes, e.uh thiee feet itom 
the ceutei, and boied at a slight angle- 
towards the other. In the-e holes aie 
mseiled Hie ends of two poles ot sea- 
soned wood, the poles being sixteen 
lect long and their lien ends being 
eighteen inches apart 
The poles are 


iuined by two cross-pie< es mortised 
into them—one at thu tiee ends aud 
the other midway between this and

jeached the laborer bears down on tha 
poles (he stands between them) and 
thus 
elevates

If ridged culture 


has 
been 
practiced, 
the 
wagon 


must be driven across the rows, but if 
the culture has been level it is better to 
drive along the rows. This rake clears 
a space twelve feet wide nnd does good 
woi k 
The materials required cost but 


•very little, and any farmer can make 
it, while iepairs,it necessaiy, aro easily 
and quickly made. 


"Raking arid burning the stalks dis- 


pose of them more ellectually than any 
other way 
Only the roots are left, 


and the^>o would not bo consumed it 
they wero brought into the windrow, 
(Jare must bo taken not to rako tho 
stalks when at all damp, elso they will 
not burn readily. 
Nor should one be- 


gin raking until the dew has been dis- 
sipated, but desist as soon as it begins 
to fall 
No stalks should bo allowed lo 


lie m the windrow over night, it is bet- 
ter lo Lavo them all binned by Iho 
o'clock, I have veiy frequently cut 
up stalks \\ilh atwo-'hotse cutter, a-id 
like this method of getting lid of them 
very well. If propeily donntlniwoik 
is as effective as burning 
Tho knives 


of tho cutter mu&t be sliaip and tho 
fctalks devoid of moisture. It is a more 
rapid method of dispositon than break- 
ing down, raking and burning 
Many 


claim that cutting up the stalks is bet- 
ter than burning them, as it leaves 
thorn to fertili/o 'he ground 
But the 


substance of the stalks is not great, 
and the mineral portion is not de- 
stroyed by burning. Undoubtedly the 
stalks would benelit tho soil, but it is a 
question if they do not do more dam- 
age by keeping tho ground too loose 
and increasing the effect of the diouthy 
weather which usually prevails In June 
and July. Between the two methods 
there is really very littlo choice, the 
point'being to adopt one or the other 
of them, and not the slovenly way ot 
dragging down the ftalks with a hnr- 
iow."—Chicago Tttbunc.

To the customer who 
is directed to different departments by 
tlinso afl'able and neat looking individ- 
uiii.s, they seem to occupy about the 
same position in tho store that a guide- 
board docs ut a country cross road•), but 
their duties extend beyond the siiuplo 
work they scnm to perform. The floor- 
walker first sprang into favor lu n lead- 
ing retail house in New York, whero 
wivornl sharpen wero accidentally de- 
tected appropriating goods, without 
diking the precaution to put tho price 
down in advance. Tho opportunities 
offered to thievishly inclined custom- 
ers to "nip" articles of considerable 
value In tho aggregate, when they had 
only tho eyes o? tho clerks to fear, wero 
numerous^ and they carried on their 
thievery 
with 
considerable prolit 


to themselves and expense to the pro- 
prietors of tho establishment. In con- 
versation with the Herald reporter, a 
lluor-wiilker iu one of tho largest re- 
t.ill houses in this city said: 
"Tho re- 


sponsibility tliat rests upon our shoul- 
tler-t is by no moans light. We have to 
keep our eye* open and be on the qui 
vHi; every minute of the day. We must 
bn yti duty as soon us trade opens iu 
tin 
1 morning and remain until the door* 


are closed nt night, and we get no rest. 
We arc obliged to be on the move con- 
stantly, keeping as far as possible 
every'< ustomer under our eye just so 
long'nH lie or slu; is within our range of 
vision. Tin; job iu not 
a 
'snap* by 


nn\ nic;ins. 
Floor-walkers are noth- 


ing more nor less than detectives, but, 
of ecmiv, it wouldn't do for us to be 
looked upon by tho public in that light, 
us the majority ol the people who 
come lu-ni to do their trading are 
hoiiu-t, and to give thorn to understand 
that they wero doing business under 
the eye of suspicion, would no doubt 
riillle'ihe dignity of mnny of them and 
drive them tiwuy, so wo call ourselves 
Moor-walkers, and tbe pooplo are satis- 
fied." 


In answer to the reporter's query, il 


people were often detected in the act o( 
takui" goods no replied: "Oh, yes, 
then; i« lumlly a day passes that we do 
not discover somebody stowing away 
la'-es or remnants of silk and velvets, 
when tho attention of the clork is at- 
tracted iu somo other direction. More 
of this business is done in winter than 
summer, a.s the heavy cloaks of tho 
ladies enable them to conceal articles 
which It would bo impossible for them 
to get out of sight when dressed in 
hummer apparel. I speak of women 
exclusively, as it Is them we have to 
four. I liavo been employed in several 
large establishments In Various cities 
and never knew of a man being de- 
tected in getting away with goods 
while pretending to bo a purchaser. 
The majority of men aro too clumsy in 
handling dry goods to attempt to lilch 
them in broad daylight. Uhe pooplo 
wo catch stealing aro hardly ever pros- 
ecuted unless they are found to be pro- 
fessional 'counter-workers,1 in which 
raso they nre summarily dealt with. 
You will bo surprised when I toll you 
the class of people we have to watch 
c losost arc shop girls and ladies in the 
intermediate grndo of society. Some 
women, no matter where you find 
them within tho palo of civilization, 
I,two an unconquerable passion for 
tlri'is, nnd though they may enter a dry 
goods store with absolutely honest in- 
tentions their conscientious scruples aro 
often overcome by tho fascinating array 
of rich pood-, and they attempt to gain 
by stoaltli that which they have not tho 
money to honestly obtain. 
When 


caught in the act of pilfering you can 
hardly imagine the contrition of these 
poor creatures, They don't scorn to 
realize wluxt they havo done until 
tlioy aro found out. Thcro would bo 
no satisfaction to the house in prose- 
cuting such girls. It is more than 
likely that they have never been 
guilty of a crime of this nature before, 
nnd to bring them into open court and 
disgrace them before tho eyes of the 
public would, in nine cases out of ten, 
harden their oonsclonces, and they 
would drift into a current that would 
carry them to ultimate nun." 


"Yes, it requires considerable will 


power to prompt ono of our profession 
to walk up to an iunocent-looklns 
woman aud accuse nor of a crime of 
which we know dho is guilty, and 
which we are snro she will strenuously 
deny. We avoid doing this in the open 
etore when possible, but usually get 
her to enter the private office under 
some pretext, and then as quietly aa 
possible uncover her guilt. A novice 
in the business is rarely caught nt 
thieving tho second time. 1 remember, 
while iu a New York home ft few years 


jago, ft singularly pretty girl came inti 
Ithe store one afternoon, and, going t 
ithe hosiery department, had the oler, 
Bay before hei a flno display of too 
.wear, After looking the stock ove . 
lane made a trifling purchase, and) 
jturned to leave. I noticed that as sha 
came down the store she walked with aj 
(hurried step that seemed unnatural, 
land her cheeks were highly flushed, 
while »he kept her eyes fixed on the, 
door as if she was measuring the dis-j 
itance, inch by inch, that lay between! 
'her and the sidewalk. I at once felti 
assured that she had been doin^ some-, 
thing that made her uneasy, and when, 
1 laid my hand on her arm she started) 
aa If she were stung, while a look oij 
fright came into her face. On my in-( 
vltation she reluctantly followed me 
into the office, where I told her that she 
must give up the articles she had stolen. 
At first sho showed signs of indignation 
and accused me of insulting her; but I 
was sure I was right, and told her if 
she did not do as requested I should 
get an officer to search her. This 
threat had the desired eftect, and in the 
midst of hysterical sobbing she took 
several valuable pairs of silk hose from 
beneath her cloak. The sorrow of the 
girl was painful to behold, and on her 
knees she begged mo not to make her 
guilt public. Of course I promised. 
The strangest part of the story, how- 
ever, is that two years later the same 
girl was married to a well-known Diisi- 
noss man, and the secret of her ILrst 
and only attempt at shoplifting lies 
between her and myself. Wo some- 
times make mistakes and suspect per- 
sons who prove to be innocent. In a 
case like this there is always more or 
less music in the atmospheru, and 
when the matter gets to the ears of the 
firm wo arc set upon so hard that it 
makes our bones ache. According to 
tho law of human nature we get no 
credit for tho good work we do, but 
when we make a blunder wo never 
hoar tho last of it. You often read 
nowadays of kleptomaniacs, nnd they 
seem to be increasing j early. Why, 
there are ladies iu this city who movo

pick ii)) the fir--t nrticlo they can ap- 
propriate when they think 110 one is 
looking. We have to watch them from 
the moment they enter tho store until 
they leave. 


""Professional shoplifters are hard to 


catch; they are as cool, calm and col- 
lected when 'nipping' a roll of lace or 
silk an a corpse, and they do it so. 
deftly it Is seldom they aro detected. 
A shoplifter rarely enters a store alone, 
but brings an accomplice with her, 
who engages tho clerk in conversation, 
and diverts his attention while sho gets 
away >vith whatever she can conven- 
iently stow awny. 
She always dressea 


elegantly to disarm suspicion, and tho 
various plaits and trimmings on her 
skirt conceal the openings of larga 
pockets into which tho '.swag' Is deftly 
slipped. 
Shop-lifters are more com- 


mon in Now York and Boston than ia 
Chicago, as they easily lind receiver^ 
for thoir stolen goods who pay them 
such a price as makes their vocation 
protitable. 
Of course we are not free 


from shoplifters by any means, but the, 
Eastern cities seem to be headquarters, 
for them. It is not seldom that clerks, 
aro 
in league with these thieves. 


While I was in a Boston house wo had 
a saleslady who had been with tha 
rirm two years, and was one ot 
tha best clerks they had 
in thi} 


establishment. 
Ona 
day 
a 
new 


floor-walker 
made 
his 
appear- 


ance. A sober, sharp-looking fellow, 
who had little to do with his associates, 
but attended strictly to business. Ilq 
saeraed to be very iolid with the pro-^ 
prietors from the start, and often held, 
protracted private consultation with 
them. This biirprised tho other boys, 
but They wero completely torn up when 
about six months after his appearance 
ho hnd found the trusted saleslady 
guilty of taking goods from the store. 
As tho matter developed it was found 
that she was iu league with one of tho 
worst gang of shop-lifters in tho city, 
and was a confederate of theirs when 
sho first entered the employ of the 
house. It had been discovered that 
valuable 
goods were disappearing, 


and tho new floor-walker was n detec- 
tive employed to discover tho guilty 
patty. It took him six months, but ho 
got there at last. When we found that, 
goods had been taken from under onn 
very noses and we had not suspected 
it, we felt that we wore more, orna- 
mental that useful. 
Floor-walkers, as 


a class, are well paid; many of the 
shrewdest men in the New York nnd 
Boston houses get as high as six thous- 
and dollars ayoar, but the majority get 
from live hundred to twenty-live hun- 
dred dollars. Yes, wo aro well paid, 
but our work is tedious and our re- 
sponsibility heavy."—Chicago Herald.
